Viger  Hotel  today  Dr.  Grunt,  ship's 
surgeon  on  board  the  Empress  of  ire- 
land,  and  Lionel  Alexander  Hyamson.  a 
British  commercial  travel.  from  Lon- 
don, contradicted  In  the 'most  emphutic 
terms  statements  which  are  being  made 
attributing  careless  conduct  to  the  offi- 
cers and  crew  of  the  Storstad,  and,  at 
the  same  time,  spoke  in  no  less  striking 
terms  of  the  utter  falsity  of  the  charges 
■made  against  Captain  Kendall. 

Mr.  Orant  said  that  in  his  boat  there 
were  three  Norwegians,  every  one  of 
whom  rendered  all  assistance  in  his 
•  ■  assist  those  in  ne?d,  and  the 
same  applied  to  the  men  aboard  the 
Storstad.  if  at  any  time  there  was  any 
seeming  want  of  action,  Mr.  Grant  was 
inclined  to  think  that  it^arose  by  reason 
of  the  ignorance  of  the  English  language 
on  the  part  of  the  Norwegian  seamen, 
but  he  himself  was  not.  aware  of  a 
single  case  of  neglect.  On  the  conti.ny, 
every  assistance  was  given.

As 
a  matter  of  fact,  all  turned  out  their  be- 
longings and  gave  them  every  stitch  of 
clothing  they  had.  From  the  captain's 
wife  to  the  humblest  seaman  everybody 
did  Jils  or  her  best,  and  such  stimulants 
as  were  required  for  the  injured  and 
suffering' wero  freely  laid  at  their  dis- 
posal.

Then,  speaking  with  character- 
istic force,  he  added:  "But  I  do  not  be- 
lieve It  will  ever  come  to  that,  for  1 
believe    in    the    manhood    of    the    British 


rucc." 

Want  More  Bines 

Keferrlng  to  the  gun-running  ex- 
ploit, the  speaker  said:  "There  was  a 
tlnro  when  1  byre  many  sneers  about 
wooden  guns.  The  reproach  is  not  now 
that  I  have  wooden  guns,  but  they  say 
to  me,  'How  dare  you  have  Mausers  be- 
hind you!'  I  can  only  say  that  this  is 
what  I  always  intended  to  have.  I  tell 
them  that  with  all  their  fleet  and  other 
preventive  measures  I  am  going  to 
have  more  guns." 

"We  want  peace,"  he  proceeded,  "but 
It  fs  peace  With  honor.

While  the  former  Is  enrolling  at  a 
much  more  rapid  pace,  the  Ulster  or- 
ganisation has  irtuch  more  wealth  be- 
hind it,  and  has  also  the  promise  of 
thousands  of  recruits  from  England  and 
Scotland,  if  necessary.  Should  Mr.  Red- 
mond give  the  official  support  which 
the  Nationalist  volunteers  are  now  seek- 
ing, there' is  no"  doubt  but  that  money 
would  flow  into  the  coffers  from  over- 
seas. Judging  by  the  numerous  messages 
of  congratulations  received.

,  Mr.  Bird'  claims  that  it  is  quite  pos- 
sible that  the  Bast  Indians  on  tba 
ship  may  have  sufficient  food  and 
water,  but  he  Suggests  that  it  is  also 
possible  that  they  are  determined  to 
follow  the  example  of  the  English  mili- 
tant suffragettes  and  go  on  a  "hunger 
strike."

provides  for  arbitration  of  disputes  not 
affecting  national  honor,  independence  or 
vital  Interests  at  The  Hague,  or  by  spe- 
- "Cial  -  tribunal.  —The  ~resolu t ion~ ~ proposes 
that  the  President  "be  requested  to 
open  diplomatic  negotiations  with  Great 
Britain  with  a  view,  of  making  a  spe- 
cial agreement  for  an  impartial  interna- 
tional tribunal  for  arbitration,"  and  for 
the  submission  to  It  of  the  differences 
between  the  countries. 

The  passage  of  this  resolution  would 
require  only  a  majority  in  the  Senate, 
but  to  ratify  the  special  agreement  for 
the  court  would  require  a  two-thirds 
vote  in  the  Senate.  Even- Senators  who 
favor  arbitration  have  asserted  that  It 
would  be  impossible  to  obtain  the  votes 
to  ratify  this,  agreement.

The  London  Federation  of 
Building  Industries  has  made  a  sen- 
sational strategic  move  equaling  ttiai 
of  the  building  contractors  by  the^ 
elimination  of  the  new  $600,000  head- 
quarters of  the  London  Theosophlcal 
Bociety,  which  has  been  among  the 
works   stopped.

Mediators'    Peace    Flan 

The  peace  plan  before  the  mediators 
is  a  simple  one.  It  reaches  into-  in- 
ternal questions  only  in  a  general  way. 
Suggestions  as  to  personnel  will  have 
to  be  agreed  upon  privately.  .  The 
protocol,  which  will  be  signed  here,  will 
be  a  declaration  of  principles  on 
agrarian  and  educational  reform,  and 
advice  to  Mexico  to  set  up  a  provisional 
Government,  having  due  regard  to  the 
interests  of  an  factions.  The  actual 
composition  of.  Ihe  new  Government  will 
be, a  matter  of  accomplishment  as  soon 
as  the  protocol  is  signed,  the  United 
States  giving  a  promise  to  recognize 
the  now   Government. 

In  the  new  Government  would  be  a 
provisional  President,  neutral  in  politics, 
a  Cabinet  of  four,  two  independent  men 
chosen  by  the  Huerta  faetion,  but  not 
identified  with  the  present  regime,  and 
two  Constitutionalists.  This  may  be 
changed  if  the  Constitutionalists  take 
part  in  the  parleys  here. 

While  there  may  be  no  definite  State- 
ment in  the  protocol  about  ^tho  general 
election  which  the  new  provisional  ^Gov- 
ernment would  conduct,  the  mediators 
are  discussing  with  the  Mexican  dele- 
gates certain  phases  of  this  question. 
It  has  been  virtually  agreed  by  ail 
parties  that  the  provisional  Government 
should  not  be  merely  u.  transition  one, 
but  a  Government  that,  cart  actually 
restore  peace  before  a  general  presiden- 
tial flee  tlon  Is  held.  For  this  reason 
it  has  been  thought  best  to  have  the 
provisional  Government  serve  the  late 
President  Madero's  unexpired  term, 
conducting  the  regular  presidential  cleo- 
tions  in  I9i«.  v 

Constitution  Hampers 

The  Mexican  constitution  stands  in 
tin  way  of  this  arrangement  in  that  it 
provides  that  a  provisional  President, 
fifteen  days  after  bis  Inauguration, 
shall  convoke  elections  to  take  place 
three  months  later.

last  October,  when  Count  Bomanonea,

Conservatives-  Success 
Thereupon,  despite  its  nominal  mi- 
nority, a  Conservative  Government, 
under  sr.  Tiato,  was  formed,  and  has 
had  a  ralr  .success,  being  better  credi- 
ted than  the  previous  ■Conservative  Min- 
istry by  Sr.  Maura.  At  the  moment  of 
writing,  the  final  returns  of  the  new 
election  are  not  yet  complete,  and  there 
have  been  fresh  contents  in  aev«r«l 
places,  but  the  one  great  fact  ia  estab- 
lished that  Conservatives  have  a  clear 
majority  over  the  Liberals,  and  it  mmhitam. 
indeed,  that  they  will  have  one  over  si) 
parties.  That  being  the  c*»c,  a  period 
of  comparative  political  settlement  «n*y 
be  anticipated,  though  Spain  is  In  sites 
a  stage  of  transition,  improvement  a»d 


openmindedncss  that  the  future  can 
never   be  prophesied. 

One  noteworthy  result  of  these  elec- 
tions is  the  collapse  of  the  Republicans 
and  Radicals.  From  forty-two  they 
have  come  down  to  half  as  many,  and 
their  rau.se  appears  to  be  for  the  mo- 
ment in  a  hopeless  state.  This  is  ac- 
countable for  in  two  ways.  The 
Spaniards  are  heartily  sick  of  a  Repub- 
lican party  that  is  without  any  initia- 
tive and  cannot  produce  any  sign  of  a 
republic.  There  is  no  backbone  in  it; 
it    is  all  words. 

The  new  Reform  Republicans,  who 
have  arisen  out  of  this  dissatisfaction, 
have  secured  a  few  seats,  bat  are  no 
power.  Then,  tilso,  the  developments  of 
recent  years,  by  which  a  kind  of  mon- 
archical socialism  is  being  preached,  and 
the  people  arc  being  brought  to  '::  lieve 
that  they  will  gain  more  from  an  en- 
lightened and  liberal-minded  throne  than 
through  any  other  means,  Is  distinctly 
having   effect. 

Tho  monarchy,  in  fact,  not  really 
stable  by  any  means.  Is  doing  quite  well 
Just  now.  and  believers  in  the  new  Spain 
have  cause  to  be  satisfied  with  the  elec- 
tions. Sr.  Dato,  the  Prime  Minister,  put 
himself  forward  in  two  constituencies. 
He  was  defeated  in  one  of  them,  but 
elected  at  Vltlorla.     -

revenue  to  them. 

Different  from  the  attitude  of  the 
United  States  towards  the  aliens  is  that 
of  Canada.  Canada  selects  its  immi- 
grants. The  Canadian  Government-  has 
agents  abroad  for  that  purpose.  It  re- 
quires the  alien  to  go  to  a  given  destina- 
tion. He  is  even  escorted  to  his  new 
domicile.  The  initiative  which  the 
Canadian  Government  takes  in  placing 
the  immigrant  on  land,  instead  of  al- 
lowing him  to  herd  in  the  cities,  adds 
materially-  to  the  wealth  of  the  Do- 
minion. 

The  question  has  now  arisen  in  the 
United  States  as  to  the  advisability  of 
regulating  the  influx  of  immigration  ac- 
cording to  the  rate  of  its  assimilation. 
Professor  Sidney  L.  Gulick  is  the  author 
of  a  proposed  new  Immigration  policy, 
which,  briefly,  is  that  the  annual  Inflow 
from  any  country  be  limited  to  a  per- 
centage— not  of  those  already  in  the 
country— but  of  those  who  have  become 
naturalized  and  their  American-born 
children.  Professor  Gulick  Is  evidently 
hot  a  believer  irt  the  Yellow  Peril.  He 
contends  that  all-  differential  Asiatic 
treatment  must  be,  abandoned,  and 
points  •  out  that  the  danger  of  Over- 
whelming Oriental  immigration  can  be 
obviated  by  Ids  percentage  plan.  Here 
is  how 'his  proposal  would  work  out,  ac- 
cording to  hia  own  words  i 
■ .  ■  *  - 

Applied  to  Germany,  this  5  per  cent 
rate  would  admit  as  many  as  405,000 
Immigrants,  whereas  only  27,78*  entered 
in  1918.  From  Great  Britain  363,500 
might  enter,  whereas  83,»7»  cam©  In  that 
year.  Russian  Immigration  would  be 
diminished  from  1(13,395  in  1912  to  a 
possible  maximum  of  91,000,  while  im- 
migration from  Italy  would  fall  from 
157,134  to  54,850.  From  Japan  220  im- 
migrants would  he  admitted  and  from 
China  7S8. 

If  America  can -permanently  hold  the 
friendship  and  trust  of  Japan  and 
China  through  just,  courteous  and  kind- 
ly treatment,  she  will  thereby  destroy 
the  an  ti- white  Asiatic  solidarity.  If 
America  proves  to  Asia  that  one  white 
people  at  least  does  not  despise  the 
Asiatics  as  such,  nor  seek  to  exploit 
them,  but,  rather,  on  a  basis  of  mutual 
respect  and  justice,  seeks  their  real 
prosperity,  Asia  will  discover  that  the 
"white  peril"  is,  in  fact,  an  Inestimable 
benefit;  And  that  chsnge  of  feeling 
wilr  bring  to  naught  the  yellow'  peril 
now  dreaded  by  the  whites.

For  the  present,  however,  the  people 
of  British  Columbia  are  chiefly  con- 
cerned with  this  railway  as  a  develop- 
ment line  within  their  own  Province,  and 
its  importance  in  this  r;:*pcc:.  cannot 
Well  be  overestimated.  Pasting  through 
a  productive  country,  most  of  it  yet  An 
the  very  Infancy  of  development,  it 
crosses  the  Grand  Trunk  Pacific  at 
Fort  George,  and  after  it  has  crossed  the 
Mountains  at  the  lowest  of  all  the 
passes,  runs  from  west  to  east  through 
that  region  of  marvelous  richness  lying 
about  midway  between  Lesser  Stave 
Lake  and  the  Peace.  It  will  bring  all 
this  vast  region  wlfnln  800  miles  of 
the  sea  at  Squamish,  from  which  point 
communication  will  be  made  by  rail  with 
Vancouver  and  by  a  car-ferry  with  Vic- 
toria. It  will  make  all  the  vast  area 
drained  by  the  Peace  and  Athabasca 
Rivers  tributary  to  '  the  'Pacific  Coast. 
Without  it  the  great  traffic" that  will  be 
built  up  there  would  have  found  its  way 
out  through  Edmonton.  By  its  junction 
with  the  Grand  Trunk  Pacific  at  Fort 
George,  the  Pacific  Great  Eastern  will 
give  that  railway  connection  with  Van- 
couver and  Victoria,  which  It  could  not 
get  In  any  other  way.  As  we  regard, 
tha  situation,  this  railway  Is  assured 
of  very  substantial  traffic  from  the  very 
outset,  and  is  destined  to  be  one  of  the 
most  valuable  roads  In  the  West. 


Since  the  above  was  written,  Messrs. 
Welch  and  Stewart  of  the  railway  have 
been  in  the  city,  and  In  an  interview, 
which  we  print  this  morning,  Mr. 
Stewart  speaks  In  a  modest,  but  none 
the  less  striking,  way  of  the  manner  in 
which  the  construction  of  the.  railway 
is  being  pushed  forward.  Apparently 
all  records  in  railway  building  In  Can- 
ada, If  not  in  America,  arc  to  be  broken 
In  the  completion  of  this  line.  The 
grco.t  financial  resources  of  Welch.

The  late  Mr.  Kdmund  James  Parsons, 
whose  funeral  takes  place  today,  was 
one  of  Victoria's  pioneers,  having  come 
here  in  1^7L'.  At  the  time  of  his  death, 
on  Monday  morning,  he  was  seventy- 
seven  years  of  age.  Born  in  Thatcham 
GOuiity,  IJerkH,  Kngland,  he  came  to 
America  as  a  youth,  his  first  home  be- 
ing In  Rochester.  N.  Y..  from  where  he 
went  to  Bruce  County,  Ont.,  where  he 
married,  Aflei  a  comparatively  short 
residence  In  Knstern  Canada,  he  decided 
to  come  West.  and.  as  a  result,  he  be- 
came Identified  with  the  early  life  of 
this    city 

In  Victoria  Mr.  Parsons  first  was 
given  employment  by  the  late  Mr. 
Thomas  Trounce,  then  deputy,  sheriff 
with  the  lute  Sheriff  Jfariss.  From  that 
position  he  went  Into  the  police  force, 
from  Which  he  jeslgned  to  go  to  Cn«- 
siar.  the  gold  excitement  having  broken 
out  and  the  rush  to  the  Interior  be- 
ing general.  He  stayed  1n  that  dis- 
trict only  sis  months,  returning  again  to 
the  Provincial  Police  under  Superin- 
tendent Bowden.  He  left  the  service  to 
take  charge  of  the  circulation  depart- 
ment of  The  Colonist.  Mr.  T>.  TV.  Hlg- 
gln  at  that  time  being  the  editor  and 
Mr.  A.  G.  Sari  I  son  in  control  of  the 
business  department.  After  nine  years 
of  continuous  work,  during  which 
period  he  did  not  miss  a  single  4  a.  m. 
appearance,  thus  assuring  that  tho 
newspaper  should  he  received  by  sub- 
«c-lbers  on  time,  he  once  more  took  a 
place  with  the  Provincial  Police.  He 
held*  it  for  twenty-five  yearn,  and  wee 
head  Jnller  when  he  was  superannuated 
about    six    yearn    age.

i,ast  rears'  fruit  crop  In  the  ProvlndjB 

Weighed  27,760,000  pOuada,  and  brought 
the  growers  a  sum  of  $1,033,000.  Tills 
year's  crop  should  mean  that  the  fruit 
growers  of  the  Okanagau  particularly 
will  have  at  least  $-50,000  more  to 
divide  up  than  they  .lid  last  year  with- 
out In  any  way  increasing  the  ttoet  of 
the  fruit  to  the  consumer.  Better  mar- 
keting facilities  to  prevent  wastage  and 
dumping,  and  the  reduction  of  freight 
rates  under  tho  recent  order  of  the  Do- 
minion  Board  in  its  Western  freight 
rates  decision  are  expected  this  year  to 
bring  benefits  both  to  the  grower  and 
the  consuming  public. 

Apples  promise  from  a  good  to  a 
very  heavy  crop  throughout  th« 
Aovince,  says  Mr.  Window.,*  A,  few 
varieties  are  more  or  less  off -crop,  but 
the  total  production  will  probsvbly  be 
*|5  per  J  cent  over  last  year.  Pears  are 
variable,  but  on  the  whole  a  medium 
crop.  Peaches  in  the  Southern  ,  Okan- 
agan  will  be  a  fair  crop  on  the  Coast 
mui  wasllmH  to  hoovy  ow>»  tat  Imtcrtes. 
sections.  Crab  apples  a  heavy  crop 
everywhere.  Apricots  will  sho^alnrge 
increase  over  last  year  In  the  Southern 
Okanagan.  Cherries  are  a  medium  to 
heavy Tjroprthroughont  the  InterlorvrPre^- 
servlng  cherries  will  be  n  good  crop  on 
tho  Coast,  but  sweet  cherries  will  be 
rather    light    here. 

Marketing  facilities- are,  on  the  whole, 
in  good  shape.  The  Coast,  cltios  will 
censuftre  the  great  bulk  of  the  Coast 
production  at  prices  remunerative  to  the 
grower,  and  this  year  will  see  much 
larger  shipments  than  any  previous 
year  from  the  Interior  to  the  CoftSl 
cities.  In  the  Interior  marketing  or- 
ganization has  been  greatly  strength- 
ened, especially  by  the  successful 
launching  of  the  Okanagan  United 
Growers  a  year  ago.  This  organization 
will  have  about  60  per  cent  or  more  of 
the  Okanagan  crops  and  is  aiming  nt 
a  very  wide  distribution.  In  other  parts 
of  the  Interior  co-operative  organiza- 
tions are  working  with  more  or  less 
Success,  though  many  growers  feel  that 
the  time  is  ready  for  some  such  or- 
ganization for  the  Kootenay  as  the 
Okanagan  United  Growers  is  for  the 
Okanagan.    '

BOOK  KEEPING  ON  FARMS 

Dominion      Dairy      Commissioner     Issnes 

Bulletin   Urging  Importance    of 

Keaplnr    Milk    Xecords 

The  Dominion  Dairy  Commissioner  has 
issued  a  bulletin  dealing  with  the  milk 
yield  per  acre  which  every  farmer 
should.  Insist  on  getting  from  his 
farm,  hy  means  of  an  average  herd  of 
dairy  cattle,    which   says: 

"There  are  frequently  noticed  yields 
as  low  as  2&0  pounds  of  milk  per  acre 
cultivated,  including  pasture,  but  some 
good  patrons  obtain  750  and  8t>0  pounds 
per  acre.  Kven  this  is  little  enough, 
for  there  are  plenty  of  authentic  records 
of  1,100  and  2,100  pounds  of  milk  per 
acre.  It.  should  not  be  extremely  dif- 
ficult to  obtain  more  than  this,  even 
2,600    or   .1.000    pounds. 

"This  latter  figure  la  a  long,  long  way 
ahead  or  Ihe  yields  already  mentioned 
of  only  260  pounds  which  may  be 
found  on  many  a  so-called  dairy  farm 
in  Canada,  and  Is  Indicative  of  the  pos- 
sibilities in  reach  of  the  factory  patron 
who  Is  really  anxious  to  attain  first 
rank. 

"It  la  questionable  if  the  average 
yield  per  acre  |n  Ontario  Is  much  more 
than  600  pounds  of  milk  ir  loyal, 
whole-hearted  support  is  given  to  tbe 
local  factory  and  to  our  national  Indus- 
try of  dairying,  the  farm  and  the  dairy 
herd  will  be  made  far  more  productive, 
Oreat  help  will  be  derived  by  keeping  In- 
dividual records  of  each  cow,  hecause 
the  old-established,  complacent  "aver- 
age" cow  has  no  intention  whatever  of 
assisting  ihe  average  patron  to  get 
3.000  pounds  of  milk  from  the  average 
acre  The  first  necessary  step  is  to 
know  for  certain  that  each  cow  is  a 
good  producer,  then  one  may  aim  with 
more   hope   at   $30   or   $40   per   acre."

Local  Retail  Merchants  Reply 
to  City's  Questions — Ques- 
tion of  Painting  Fire  Halls 
Debated  at  Length, 


The  attitude  which  the  local  retail 
merchants  take  towards  the  weekly 
half-holiday  proposal  will  he  shown- 
when  the  replies  in  response  to  the 
circular  Issued  by  the  f'ity  clerk  are 
rem]  at  next  Monday's  meeting  of  tho 
City  Council.  At  a  recent  meeting  of 
iii.-  council,  the  by-law  to  fix  a  com- 
pulsory half-holiday  for  retail  employees 
was  laid  over  after  lengthy  discussion. 
Whlcb  indicated  that  the  by-law,  as 
dtafted  under  the  provisions  of  tho 
Shops  Regulation  Act,  would  not  receive 
the  assent  of  the  majority  of  the  board. 
Bui  instead  of  killing  the  measure,  the 
Council  decided  to  refer  It  to  the  Retail 
Merchants'  Association  and  the  Retail 
Employees'  Association,  and  to  circular- 
ize the  retail  merchants  of  the  city  with

Mr.  w.  w.  Xortheott.  superintendent

Work  Completed  by  Contractors 


The   first   contract    to  be  completed   In 
connection    with    the    Sooke    Lake    Wl 
works  scheme   has  just    bei  a    exet  ated 

by  Messrs.  AVatson  <£•  Cousins,  to  whom 
the  work  of  tho  construction  of  the 
telephone  line  from  the  lake  to  Hump- 
bat  '•■  !;•  lervotr,  a  distance  of  twenty- 
seven  miles,  was  let  al  a  figure  of  J 128 
per  mile.  The  contract  Involved  a  eon-! 
siderable  amount  of  heavy  work,  and 
some  difficult  problems  had  to  be  met, 
but  the  fact  that,  the  contractors  have 
received  the  endorsation  of  the  en- 
gineers on  the  manner  In  which  the 
work  was  executed  Speaks  well  for  Its 
quality. 

Work  w«s  completed  three  weeks 
ahead  of  the  time  stipulated  In  the  con- 
tract, and  the  tine  was  placed  in  opera- 
tion for  the  convenience  of  the  em- 
ployees operating  tho  train  on  the  nar- 
row gauge  railway.  The  contractors 
had  the  first  equipment  on  wheels  tu

A  Novelist 

"Of  making  many  boohs  there  is  no 
end"  is  emphatically  true  of  our  time. 
That  many  of  these  books  are  worth- 
less, and  that  others  serve  only  to 
while'  away  the  passing  hour,  to  he 
forgotten  as  soon  as  read,  is  unfor- 
tunately   as    true. 

Yet,  the  woman  who  wants  to  write 
a  story  that  is  wholesome  and  clever, 
is  worthy  of  a  plac«  among  those  who 
are  making  the  world  better  and  doing 
service    to    their   generation 

The  May  Bookman  publishes  a  Bhort 
criticism  iOf  a  new  story,  "A  Free 
Hand,"  by  Helen  C.  Jtoberts.  an  Eng- 
lish writer.  The  lady  muct  belong  to 
the  younger  generation  of  novelists,  for 
her  name  is  not  to  be  found  among 
the  long  list  of  people  who  have  shed 
lustre,  on  the  name.  The  reviewer 
says: 

"In  her  new  novel  of  Sussex  life.

While  thla  plan  meets  th#  «k»e  of 
the  Woman  with  one  baby,  and  while 
there  is  no.  reason  to  believe  that  In 
fc  amall  community  there,  would  not  be 
as  great  a  proportionate  demand  for 
the  labor  of  the  mother  with  one  child 
In  large  cities,  this  plan  does  not 
meet  the  case  of  mothers  with 'more 
than  one  child.  Many  of  these  can 
do  work  for  others,  but  often  it  takes 
all  a  mother's  time  and  strength  to 
work  for  herself  and  her  children.  In 
such  cases  to  give  assistance  is  the 
only    way    of    preventing    separation. 

Ik-  there  any  good  reason  why  Wid- 
ow's Pensions  should  not  he  introduced 
in  our  own  city,  when  deserving  women 
are  left  with  children  unprovided  for 
at  the  death  of  their  husbands'?  At 
present,  either  the  children  are  taken 
away  from  their  mothers,  or  the  moth- 
ers leave  them  at  home  while  they  go 
to  work,  receiving  charity  when  neces- 
sary. In  neither  case  are  the  results 
satisfactory.  A  widow's  pension  would 
enable  the  mother  to  caro  properly  for 
the  children  and  bring  them  up  to  be 
good  citizens  until  they  were  able  to 
earn   their  own  living.

Expert  Says  It  Can  Be  Built.  But  Would 
Be  of  tittle  Use 

MONTREAL,  June  3.— Mr.  G.  B.  ll'in- 
tr.r.  of  the  transatlantic  and  Dread- 
nought shipbuilding  firm  of  Swan, 
Hunter.  Wlgan,  Richardson  &  Co.,  of 
the  Clyde  and  Tyne,  who  is  In  Mont- 
real, was  asked  today  if  It  would  he 
poseible  to  huild  an  unslnkable  ship.  He 
.said : 

"An  unslnkable  ship  can  be  built  all 
iii?ht,  but  she  would  be  little  or  no  use. 
as  o.  carrier.  She  would  be  absolutely 
no  ns.-  at  all  for  freight,  and  very  lit- 
tle good  as   a  passenger   ship. " 

Speaking  of  the  ramming  of  the 
Empress  of  Ireland,  Mr.  Hunter  said

"I  did  think."  added  the  experienced 
builder,  "that  the  Titaric  would  not 
Pink,  but  you  see  I  was  mistaken,  and 
that    is   all    there    is    about    it." 


Submarine  Work  on  Breakwater  la  Bow 

Within  Tew  reet  of  Surface  at 

Shore  End 

Such  satisfactory  progress  is  being 
made  on  the  construction  of  the  Ogden 
Point  breakwater  that  the  engineers  are 
now  satisfied  that  the  first  visible  sisns 
of  the  mammoth  undertaking  will  be 
seen  above  low  water  mark  by  the  end 
of  the  present  month  or  the  early  part 
of  July. 

For  .several  months  past  the  slow 
work  of  laying  the  huge  granite,  blocks, 
forming  the  seaward  side  of  the  great 
wall,  has  h*en  going  on  under  the  super- 
vision of  divers,  ami  slowly  but  surely 
tlic  courses  have  been  mounting  up 
until,  at  the  present  time,  the  top 
course  inshore  Is  only  a  comparatively 
few  feet  from  the  surface  at  low  water. 
These  blocks,  which  weigh  anywhero 
from  five  to  fifteen  tons,  are  being 
lowered  Into  position  by  means  of  a 
powerful  erane  operated  from  a.  scow 
moored    close   Inshore. 

The  submarine  work  Is  being  carried 
on  shoreward*  from  the  first  bend  of 
the  breakwater,  and  the  granite  blocks 
are  being  laid,  course  by  course,  in  the 
direction  of  Ogden  Point. 

The  heavy  weather  of  the  past  few- 
days  lias  considerably  delayed  opera- 
tfons,  and  yesterday  the  breeze  was  so 
strong  that  the  work  was  brought  com- 
pletely   to    a    standstill. 

The  granite  Is  not  arriving  Oom 
Hardly  Island  as  fast  as  the  engineers 
would  like,  but.  with  more  settled 
weather  conditions  the  shipments  will 
arrive   on    the   site   more   frequently. 

Many  of  the  craft  engaged  on  the 
breakwater  contract  have  been  com- 
pelled   to   seek  shelter    from    th,e   gale.

Reports  Favorable, 


NEW  rORIZ,  June  3  —slow  progress 
upward  WBJB  rn.iil.-  l.ulay  hi  the  market. 
Tradliij,-  was  In  smaller  volume,  and  the 
.-.^iih  of  reviving  life  yesterday  falloil 
t..  .sliow  themselves  today.  The  signlfl- 
runi  l'oaturi-  was  the  cessation  <>(  pp>- 
fesslonal  pressure  and  outside  liquida- 
tion. The  market  was  irregular,  and 
after  moving  back  and  forth  within  a 
narrow  range,  developed  signs  of 
strength  toward  the  close.'  Fluctua- 
tions In  the  main  were  measured  In 
fractions,  but  In  a  considerable  number 
of  cases,  substantial  gains  were  record- 
ed at  the  close. 

New  Haven  and  Lehigh  Valley  made  a 
better  showing  today.  New  Haven  end- 
ed the  day  with  an  advance  of  nearly 
twu  points.  Lehigh  Valley  fell  back 
two  points  to  134 Vs.  the  lowest  In  sev- 
eral weeks. 

Speculative  sentiment  was  cneered  by 
favoring  crop  foreoasts  from  private 
sources,  as  well  as  by  the  improved 
showing  of  the  railroads  in  the  April 
returns  as  compared  with  the  preceding 
months.
